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DETAILED ACTION 



Regarding amendment after final filed 10/16/2003, the applicant raises new issues by 
new claims for instance claim 33, which does not include all of the subject matter of previous 
claims 9 and 23 which were previously indicated as allowable. Therefore the new claim is 
considered broader in scope and would require an additional search. The same is true for 
proposed claim 32 which fails to include claim 14 to which original claim 15 was dependent. 

Regarding applicant's arguments that claim 9 is distinguished over the cited prior art, 
examiner respectfully disagrees. Applicant suggest that the layer 18a is not independent of layer 
16 and therefore does not satisfy the limitation of being striped shaped. However 18a is 
presented as a separate layer and is given an independent numeral to those ends. Further the 
wording "under layer" by the reference does not necessitate that layer 16 is combined with layer 
18a as indicated by applicant.
